In the basis of this 
prediction the vast resources of 
the Big Sandy valley play a most 
Important part. 

But why not beat the prediction 
out In the eharaelerlstie .Vmerlcan 
way'.'

Plenty ot "hustle" 
applied right now will take you a 
lonn jump toward tin' early realiza- 
tion of the desired end. .\nd the 
cities named above havi' the 
proper men and can eomtnand the 
necessary Intluences to induce the 
Kovernment to huiid a dam near 
the mouth of Ulg t<aiidy right 
away. Instead of n (juarter ot a 
century hence. All the conditions 
are favorable and the U. S. 
Engineer department recognizes 
that this is the logical point for 
the next dam. The proposition 
will meet with the approval and 
support of this influential branch 
ot tbe government service, because 
11 fits BO practically Into tbe prog- 
ress of the groat plan ot slack- 
water now under constroctlon on 
the Ohio and its tributaries, by 
tbe time this dam could be com- 
pleted tbe l!lg Sandy system would 
bo far enoURh np the valley to 
pour unlimited iinanlitie» of coal, 
eoke, ore, clay, stone, glas«-sand, 
linil)rr. etc., into thi 
plants and lactories of all those 
cities. .Not only would the supply 
be endless, but the water trans- 
portation would make It the cheap- 
est. This Pittsburg of the middle 
Ohio would have no reason to fear 
competition. 

Big Sandy alackwater cannot 
accomplish its greatest work until 
a pool Is provided immediately be- 
low the mouth, so that barges and 
timber and steamers may be taken 
out int<) the Ohio At alt seasons of 
tbo year. A dam Is therefore nec- 
essary. Consider what a great 
harbor this will furnish for the 
raw maii riais needed iu various 
Industries, and llie great advan- 
tapes to he derivcil frorn lia\ lug 
constant use of the rivi r during 
the summer and fall seasons. It 
means niuie than we now appre- 
ciate. 

The Inniljer iiun of tliose cities 
would have in neb smootb'jr sailing 
and steadier work if their mills 
could be fed with timber delivered 
there at all seasons, to say nothing 
of the fine harbor that a dam 
would provide.

"You will underaiaad, of course, 
that the proposjia ■ 4»penilnunt win 
not Interfere In any manner with the 
present method ot aaiesiias real ea- 
late and personal property tor State 
anil rounty iiiirimseti. All towns anil 
ties ivill ciinliiiiie iiR hiTf'iit.ire tn 
l«iy tales for State anil county pur- 
umler tho proient law. and the 
propoaeil Aiuendmont, 1( adopted, will 
make it poulble tor any town or city 
In the State to secure an act of tho 
I/OKlnlftture, providing that In raising 
revennea for Strictly local purposes, 
towna and cities ot any class may aub- 
itltute for the prvaent ad valorem nyif- 
tem, such licenses, tranchliea. and 
excise Uws.

tbe Amendment la of tar greater mo- 
ment and interest to every cltlaen in 
the State, whether he Is a resident ot 
a town or «*lty or reslilea In tho couu 
try ilUtrirl^ 

The producta of a State are Ita 
foundation of wealth, but Jts Indua- 
trles are the sinews of Its flnanclal 
strength. Without Industries, which 
afford markets. In proximity to the 
proiliirta. the producer* are badly 
hanilleappo'l. ami If compelled to send 
their products to diatant markota. 
where there Is grrnter competition 
and increased expenaoa. as well as 
numerous losaea. It Is perfeeUy plain 
that tbe producer mnat suHer. 

"Now. In order to secure more In- 
diutrlea. whlili means more employee 
and more moutha to feed, wo must en- 
courage tli» establishment of new en- 
terprises, and at the same time, by In- 
creaalng the capacity of those already 
established, secure an ample horns 
market for our homo products. 

"Other States have (n^-n the wlailoni 
of this polli y ami Keniueklaiis ahoiiM 
not be allowed to tat; iH'hlnil theiu. 
Our geographlial iKMltlon and enorm 
ous undeveloped wealth should enable 
us to occupy a place In the front ranlu 
of Industrial dovclopinent and the fu- 
ture welfan" anil prosperity of the 
Stale ran settleil In a itreat mens- 
lire liy till ailopllon of the Conatltu 
tlonal anienilniont. Manufacturera and 
other Industrlea cannot he induced lo 
locate In Kentucky while oar taxaa on 
such Industries are greater than In 
other States with which we have to 
compete. Therefore, In order to secure 
the lienoflta. oar position and advan 
tages entitle us to. we must he able to 
offer the same inducementa as are of 
fered by our neighbors. 

"While tho proposed Amendment 
will not thanize In any manner the 
present methixl of aasr^slnff real ea 
tate for Stale and nmnty taxes. It 
must not be raniluded that It will not 
greatly benefit tbe entire State. 

"It Is eonfldently believed that the 
!iew law will enable the assessors to 
disclose a vast amount of property not 
•t preaent In reach of tho asueasors, 
and If this result shmilil follow, then 
would be an opportunity for an Im 
mediate and radical redaction m the 
tax rate for Slate and county pur 
poses by which every taxpayer In th< 
State would bo directly benefltod 
The main ailvantngo would bo In th
